PLAN CAPTURE OF NEW YORK 
AND SAN FRANCISCO. 


HE URGES MILITARY PERFECTION 


Favors 
Law by Which 
Every 
Man 
Would Be Trained in Marksman­ 
ship— Declines to Furnish 
Any of the Particulars. 


Princeton, X. J., Oct. 31.—Co!. The­ 
odore Roosevelt told the students at 
Princeton in an address yesterday 
that he had seen the plans of two 
empires now involved in the European 
war to capture great American sea­ 
ports and hold them for ransom. 
“It is this country’s duty,” said 
Col. Roosevelt, “to put itself in such 
shape that it will be able to defend 
its rights if they are invaded. 
I, my­ 
self, have seen the plans of at least 
two empires now involved in war to 
capture our great cities 
and 
hold 
them for ransom because our stand­ 
ing army is too weak to protect them. 
“I have seen deliberate plans to 
take bot Ii San Francisco 
and 
New 
York, hold them for a ransom that 
would cripple our country and give 
funds to the enemy for carrying on 
war. 
“I hope the time will come when 
this country will provid<y that every 
man may have to practice in m arks­ 
manship and get some military train­ 
ing. 
“It is also mv earnest hope that I 
we shall finally achieve an interna- ■ 
tional status by which there shall be . 
a posse comitatus, when we can com­ 
bine to coerce any recalcitrant power. 
“But we have seen the utter worth- . 
lessness of scraps of paper and other j 
treaties that may be swept aside like 
dust in a windy street. 
A fight never 
was won by parrying, you’ve got to J 
hit and not hit soft. 
The American 
people owe it to themselves to make 
their hands safeguard their h ead /’ 
Col. Roosevelt did not make any 
further reference to his statem ent re* 
garding the plans of European na­ 
tions to capture the seaports of this 
country, which he said he had seen 
prepared. 
N either would he amplify 
the; statement when seen later, both 
here and at Trenton.

results. The plants must have a good 
fair start or they will not endure the 
winter. 
So far as I am informed, a 
great many who are late seeding used 
seed grown in South Dakota. 
This 
gives us the greatest hope that it 
will 
endure 
the 
winter and come 
through in good shape. 
There is a 
general average on approximately ev­ 
ery farm practice. That general aver 


could be do ue. 
In aJmost every case 
where we were so favored that alfal­ 
fa seeding cot’ld he done according to 
schedule, the work is most satisfac­ 
tory indeed. 
Mr. Menefee grew an enormously 
heavy crop of cowpeas on this field, 
then removed tire cow peas in time 
to 
get 
the 
alfaJfa seeding done, I 
think, towards the latter part of Au­ 
gust or early part of September. 
It 
is only a small plcrt on the west side 
of the road jest north of town on the 
Grand avenue road. 
A more beauti­ 
ful “carpet of green” is rarely seen 
and it is worth the trip out there 
just to take a look. 
I found one field the other day that 
was put in in good 
time, 
and the 
owner told me that there was a beau­ 
tiful stand, but it seemed to disap­ 
pear very quickly and from the fact! 
that in that immediate neighborhood 
there were millions of grasshoppers 
that damaged many acres of corn and 
other crops, it is very evident what 
happened to the alfalfa. 
Another man lost the border of his 
young alfalfa field from this s<ime 
cause. 
This could have largely been 
prevent'd, possibly in such a case as 
this one by poisoning. 
Weather conditions and other work 
seem to be the cause for a great 
many sowing as late as Lie first of 
October or later, and when seeding

must be governed. 
It was advocated 
by this office that where soy beans 
or cow peas were to he harvested 
that the ground might be prepared 
for alfalfa, and that the first ten days 
of August w’ould be the best time. 
During this season of the year it i:» 
nearly always dry and possibly nine 
times out of ten the crop could he 
cured without rain. 
This time was 
suggested for the reason, that the 
general average tells us that this is 
the safe period. We have found from 
thousands of growers that the best 
general average time for seeding in 
this part of the country is from the 
middle of August to the middle of 
September. 
If we could prepare our 
ground the first ten days of August 
that would leave us at least a month 
for watching the opportunity to do 
the seeding. 
I 
confidently 
believe 
that if every one would adhere strict­ 
ly to these instructions a splendid 
stand of alfalfa with a good growth 
would be the result, except in such 
cases as the fall army worm, grass­ 
hoppers or such pests 
that 
might 
have destroyed it, or as in one case 
where it was beaten into the ground 
by hail. It is a good idea to keep in 
mind that the further 
we 
deviate 
from the general averages of farm 
practice the greater risk we run. 
The Wheat Situation. 
During the last week I have visited 
a great many wheat fields, making 
investigations as to the Hessian fly 
trouble. 
I find where the seeding 
I was done as late as the very last 
days of September that a very small 
amount of fly seems to he present. 
I was in one field seeded the first 
week of September, for pasture, and 
in this field the wheat is approxi­ 
mately half dead and so badly infest­ 
ed that a crop would not he possible. 
It has sometimes been assumed that 
heavy pasturing will destroy the fly, 
hut investigation will show that ap­ 
proximately all the larvae cr 
flax 
seed” at this time is below the sur­ 
face of the ground, and this being 
true the only possible effect that pas­ 
turing could have would he that the 
foot of an animal might once in a 
while kill the worm, consequently it 
is not safe to rely on pasturing in the 
fall to destroy or even reduce Hes­ 
sian fly. 
A great many who have 
thought the wheat was full of fly 
have mistaken leaf hopper for the 
fly. The adult fly is rarely seen. The 
way to make an examination is to dig 
up the plant, being sure to go as deep 
as the crown roots, then by pulling 
the outside sheath down very care­ 
fully, if there is fly present the lar­ 
vae may be found, which is a little 
white grub about one quarter of an 
inch in length. This is known as the 
larvae stage. 
Sometimes instead of 
the white larvae the brown pupa or 
“flax seed” will be found. It remains 
chiefly in the “flax seed” stage until 
spring, when the fly hatches and de­ 
posits eges on the 
leaves 
of 
the 
wheat. 
The adult Hessian fly very 


much resembles a small mosquito. 
The leaf hopper that has been refer­ 
red to is very numerous 
in 
some 
fields and frequently do considerable 
damage. They suck the juice from the 
leaves, apparently poisoning the leaf, 
from the fast that it soon dies. Much 
mischief is also done by this pest to 
rye and oats fields, as well as timo­ 
thy meadows in the spring. 
About 
the second cutting of alfalfa frequent­ 
ly is damaged to a very great extent. 
Where the field of wheat may be se­ 
riously infested with fly there is but 
one safe thing to do and that is to 
plow' the wheat under this fall or 
winter, covering it as completely as 
possible and so burying the pest that 
they cannot come to the surface vhen 
hatched. 


Early and Late Seeding. 
The time for early or late seeding 
is of course determined by locality. 
What would be early seeding in Pet­ 
tis county might be sonsidered late 
seeding further to the 
north, 
and 
what would be determined 
as 
late 
seeding in Pettis county would' be 
early seeding a few counties south of 
us. 
What might he determined as 
early seeding in this locality would 
he the last three weeks of Septem­ 
ber. 
Medium seeding might he con­ 
sidered as the last week of Septem­ 
ber or the first week 
of 
October. 
I^ate seeding might he designated as 
late as the middle of October. 
This 
office has said very little about when 
seeding ought to be done, but news­ 
papers all over 
the 
country 
and 
farmers as well have advocated late 
seeding. 
It so happened that just 
about the time that was 
best 
for 
seeding, weather conditions prevent­ 
ed us. 
As a result much wheat has 
been sowed the past week. 
Results 
maybe can only be conjectured as we 
have deviated considerably from the 
general average of safe practice and 
only the quality of the soil or prepa­ 
ration of the seed bed and the wea­ 
ther for the remaining fall and dur­ 
ing the winter can be depended upon 
for a crop. 
Weather conditions can in no way 
he foretold, yet it has seemed like a 
very good bet to sowr wheat, even as 
late as it has been sown, even though 
we take great risks, because things 
seem to point to a possible short 
wheat crop next year, also a high 
price for wheat, even 
though 
this 
country produces a big crop. 
Considering these conditions, even 
a small yield the coming year might 
produce very attractive dividends.

Speaking of roads I am going to 
again call attention to proposed con­ 
stitutional amendment No. 3 that is 
to be voted on next Tuesday. 
The 
purpose of that amendment is to levy 
IO cents on every $100 of taxable 
property in the state of Missouri, the 
proceeds of which will accrue to the 
public roads fund, and I am frank to 
express the hope that every voter in 
Pettis county will vote “Yes” on that 
amendment. While it will cost us in 
accordance with what property we 
have as much as anybody else, the 
fact that this levy will apply to the 
many 
millions 
of 
property in St. 
Louis, Kansas City and St. Joseph 
and that the proceeds from such tax­ 
ation in those cities will be expended 
on the country roads throughout the 
state, ought to be sufficient warrant 
for every citizen of Pettis county to 
be in favor of it. We all know* that 
we can’t get good roads without pay­ 
ing their cost and we can’t expend 
public money until after it is collect­ 
ed.

WAY OF MARKETING APPLES 


Scheme Has Recently Been Tried by 
New England Growers and Worked 
Well for Both Parties. 


The objections to marketing apples 
in the old way, through commission 
men, has always given "rise to much 
complaint. A new scheme has recent­ 
ly been tried by New England apple 
growers. 
Under this plan the farmer sells his 
apples outright to the commission 
agent for an amount less than their 
full value. The agency then disposes 
of the product for as high a price as he 
can get. 
At the end of the year he 
settles with the grower. The amount 
formerly paid tho fanner, a3 w*ell as 
storage and transportation costs, are 
deducted from the gross selling price. 
The remainder is divided between 
farmer and commission agent. 
The 
plan, 
wherever 
tried, 
has 
worked well for both parties. The in­ 
difference of the agent to everything 
but his commission is done away 
with, for his profits increase with each 
Increase in the selling price of the ap­ 
ples. The new’ plan has not been very 
widely adopted as yet, but it is thought 
that when its advantages are fully 
known it will largely supplant tho old 
slipshod method.
